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Abstract of JP601 7095 

PURPOSE:To obtain a liquid detergent composition which is excellent in dispersion stability, 
undergoes neither separation nor precipitation even in long-term storage, has a mild effect on the skin, 
and can keep on giving the user high- grade and mild hand over a long period of time while maintaining 
excellent detergency and foaming ability. CONSTITUTION:The composition contains 5-40wt.% 
surfactant, 1-10wt.% opacifying agent, and 1-10wt.% poiyhydric alcohol/polyalkylene oxide adduct 
having an average molecular weight of 300 to 4,000. 
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Liq. detergent compsn. comprises (A) surfactant; (B) peariescent agent; and (C) viscosity modifier; exhibiting an opaque appearence and 
having a vicosity of 200-4,000 ops at 20 deg.C. bulk temp, and a Brookfieid yield value of 5-100 p. 

Compsn. pref. comprises: 1~40 wt.% component (A), 0.5-20 wt.% component (B) and 0.1-10 wt.% component (C), where the wt. ratio (B)/ 
(A) is 0.05-1. 

Component (A) is pref. a mixt. of an anionic surfactant and a nonionic or amphoteric surfactant. Pref. anionic surfactants are 
polyoxyethylene alkyl sulphate or alkenyl ether sulphate cpds. of formula R1 0(CH2CH20)1S03M (I). In (I) R1 = 8-18C alkyl or alkenyl gp; 
! = 1-7; and M = alkiali(ne earth) metal, ammonium or alkanolamines. Component (B) pref. has a m.pt. of 30 deg.C or higher and is one of 
cpds. of formula R8-CO-(-OCH2CH2~)t-OA or R8~C(Q)N(B)(H) (III). In the formulae R8 = 15~23C alkyl or alkenyl gp; A = H or 1 6~24C 
aliphatic acy! gp; B = CH2CH20H. -CH2CH(CH3)OH or -CH2CH2CH20H; and t = 1~3; and partial ester cpds. derived from a hydroxyl gp- 
contg. cpd. selected from glycerol, polyglycerol. (condensation deg. 2-10), sorbitol, pentaerythritol, glucose, fructose, maltose and sucrose 
and a long chain satd. fatty acid. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - For kitchen use. Liq. detergent compsn. can be squeezed from a container at a constant vol. and can be perceived 
visually when applied onto a sponge without quickly soaking in. This prevents excess use, so that the detergent is economised, and does 
not chap h 
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
